A  potential  disaster  was  avoided  Feb. 
13  when  the  waters  or  the  St.  Joseph 
Ki'.it  threatened  to  Flood  the  Walb 
Memorial  Union. 

At  2:55  p.m.,  Gene  Hadl,  manager  of 
the  cafeteria,  informed  Dun  Hotter, 
director  of  the  physical  plant,  that 
flooding  was  taking  place  in  the  loading 
dock  area  of  the  Walb 

Water  backed  into  the  storm  sewer 
system  when  an  ice  jam  on  the  river 
prevented   water  from   going   further 

Katter  and  his  crew  reacted  quickly 
and  put  the  flood  prevention  system  to 
work.  The  system  did  its  job  and  a  flood 
was  avoided. 

The  flood  prevention  system  w 


stalled  in  January  1993  after  30  inches  of 
water  flooded  the  basement  of  the  Walb 
in  March  1982. 

Many  of  us  may  remember  events 
after  the  1982  flood.  The  cafeteria  was 
closed  for  the  remainder  of  the 
semester.  When  the  kitchen  opened  in 
the  fall  of  1382,  the  food  was  served  in  the 
Mulu-Purpose  Building.
